Food Prices And Cost - 
Of. Living ‘ 


THE cont-of-living index dates from} 


the Inat war, and its introduction then 
was syinptomatic, In war under modern 
conditions prices must always keep on 
rising I€ they nro left to themsolves, 
When they. havo come to pinch the 


working-claas consumer, determined do- |. 


mands-aro mado for higher wages: and 
theac, again, under war conditions enn- 
not long bo resinted. But thoy never 
Permanently ovortnke prices. For, even 
if they do no temporarily in a particular 
inatanee, tha increased spending-power 


conferred on tho wotkers soon drives 


tho prices higher again. That {s the 
“victous spiral” which produced tho {n- 
flation of 1914-18. It caused unemploy- 
mont in many clasnen and hardship in 
nearly all for nt toast ten yenrs after 
the war wan over. : 

Most people ngreo, in the abstract, 
that we ought now, nn. far. ns possible, 
But how far con 
welt In “coat of living” thore ure three 
main tngredients—food, clothing, and 
house-room. It in impossible to Prevent 
the costs of the first two: from rising 
at tho source. Both are affected by 
submarine sinkings, by the deInys duo 
to convoy, by higher Inauranee rntes, 
and fn tho ense of clothing by heavy 
extra demands from the armed forces 
for ‘uniforma, The question js, how 
far the State mhould atlow these riser 
to bo borno by the ordiniry consumer, 
and how far it cnn intorvone to divert 
them from him. Two main Ines of 
intervention .nre open. to It—ratloning 
and nubsldy. Rationing checks the 
price-rise by limiting demand. Subsidy 
checks It by artificially cheaponing sup- 
ply. 

Jn tho Inst war neithor was resorted 
to until the struggle hnd been fn pro- 
Kress for years, By then the upward 
movement had acquired ‘2 momentum 
which could not be arrosted, though 
somo brakes wore put on its accolora- 
tlon.- In the present war ft wae in- 
ovitablo that actlon should bo taken 
much earlior, Subsidies began about 
tho beginning of Inst December, and 
rationing soon after the beginning of 
this year. According to the full atate- 
mont mado in Parllament by Sir John 
Simon, the present cost of the milk 
subsidy fs £236,000 a weck, of the meat 
subsidy £320,000, of the bacon subsldy 
£80,000, of the bread subsidy £480,000, 
Thus tho Exchequer in. already. contri- 
buting £1,116,000 ‘n week to keep down 
prices to the consumer, 

- Mr.. Keynes has pointed out—and Sir 
John Simon agrees—that aubsidies are 
not a completo polley, and, unless bal- 
anced by othors, may oven bo danger- 
ous, For they oncournge consumption, 


which, gonerally aponking, needa to be 
discouraged.
